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Tue Russo-Japanese War is over and the time has come when jost-dellum 
measures should be undertaken in order to develop the real resources of the State, 
to make its foundations firmer, and to ensure the permanent glory of our victorious 
nation. The unprecedented victory by which the prestige and dignity of our country 
were so greatly advanced both at home and abroad was due in large measure to the 
illustrious virtues of His Majesty the Emperor and to the courage and _ fidelity of our 
officers and men at the front, but was also in no small degree due to the unanimous 
co-operation and patriotic devotion of our countrymen who, by frugality and industry, 
have done all in their power to strengthen the sinews of the nation. In particular, our 
self-governing local communities have eagerly and indefatigably endeavored, in the 
midst of the difficulties and hardships inevitable during a great war, to turn the 
generally aroused enthusiasm toward the accomplishment of industrial, educational, 
and numerous other undertakings in commemoration of the war. Is not this a spirit 
worthy of a great nation? Such a spirit ought to be honored and still more encouraged 
at this juncture in our post-bellum development. 

It is necessary at all times that our self-governing communities should do their 


utmost to promote public works of ay kinds, to increase the wealth of the people,

and thus. to advance the general prosperity of the State. But it is all the more urgent 
at this moment of our national existence. Sometime ago, for the purpose of encour- 
aging such enterprises we arranged and published an outline account of the under- 
takings which, as memorials of the war, were being carried on all over the country. Now 
again, for the same purpose, we submit the present volume to the public as a sort of 
treasury of object-lessons to further efforts. The volume is based upon tlie numerous 
reports and photographs furnished by the local governments pertaining to local improve- 
ments as well as to war-conimemorative works. The present volume is by no mean 
exhaustive of the successful works of these communities, nor were the materials fiom 
which the’ selection was made ideal. As it is, the volume is far from claiming to be 


a finished product; to that we may only hope to attain in future efforts.
